TOKYO, Nov, 4--A Japanese For- 
eign Office spokesman today an- 
nounced: that Japan was consider- 
ing denufciation of the 1922 nine- 
Power treaty by which the United 
States, Japan and seven other Pow- 
ers pledged respect for China's in- 
dependence and territorial integrity 
and promised efforts to maintain 
equal commercial opportunities ins 
China. 

Japan, he said, considers obsolete 
the agreement to which the. Unit- 
ed States is a signatory, and is ex- 


amining a tri-Power pact among 
Japan, Japanese-supported Man- 


choukuo and a new Chinese admin- 
istration envisioning displacement 
of the Chiang Kai-shek Govern- 
ment. Japan believes negotiations 
with individual Powers and inter- 
ests in China are possible, how- 
ever. 

“Japan considers the nine-Pow- 
er pact obsolete,” the spokesman 
said. “Whéther we will denounce 
it or withdraw has not yet been 
decided. The Government is ex- 
amining the advantages of the cre- 
ation of a tri-Power pact.” Put 

Such a treaty ostensibly woul 
guarantee Chinese territorial integ- 
rity ‘on ‘completion of the’ present 

Developments concerning foreign 
commercial interests in China fur- 
nished the bac¢kground to ‘the nine- 
Power treaty problem. 

An official statement on Tuesday 
said Japan intended to create an 
economic and political bloc of 
China, Manchoukuo and the Jap- 
anese Empire. Authorities have 
said Japan’s objection to the prin- 
ciple of equal opportunities in 
China was based primarily not on 
economic grotinds but what they 
called the impossibility of “keep- 
ing business separate from poll- 
tics.” 
| ‘The Foreign Office spokesman 
said today it was “quite possible” 
that Japan would deal with the 
nine-Power signatories’ claims to 
rights in China separately rather 
than as members of the accord. In- 
formed sources thought even Allied 
Germany ahd Italy might not be 
granted special business privileges 
in China.

Publication of the memorandum 
from Davis was considered signifi- 
cant in some diplomatic quarters 
in view of recént dispatches’ sdying 
Japan wanted"to revise the treaty 
and warning that she intended to 
force China into a bloc with Man- 
choukuo and the Japanese Empire 
for the political and  econoniic 
domination of East Asia. 

The Davis memorandum was in- 
cluded in a small book regarding 
the Brussels conference, which the 
department issued. The book also 
contained other documents  per- 
taining to the conference and the 
speeches made there. 

Davis, who is now president of 
the American Red Cross, said in 
his confidential report to Secretary 
Hull that the conference, which 
Japan did not attend, “was a de- 
monstration of the unwillingness of 
Japan to resort to methods of con- 
ciliation.”

give way to laughter, of supplant- 
ing desolation and despair with 
hope and courage. For hope and 
courage always g0 with a light 
heart. 

“There was something infectious 
about his humor. His appeal went 
straight to the heart of the nation. 
Above all things, in a time grown 
too solemn and somber he brought 
his countrymen back to a sense of 
proportion. 

“With it all his humor and his 
comments were always kind. His 
was not biting sarcasm that hurt 
the highest or the lowest of his 
fellow citizens. When he wanted 
people to laugh out loud he used 
the methods of pure fun. And when 
he wanted to make a point for the 
good of all mankind, he used the 


kind of gentle irony that left no |. 


scars behind it. That was an ac- 
complishment well worthy of con- 
sideration by all of us. | 

“From him we can learn anew 
the homely lesson that the way to 
make ‘progress is to build on what 
we have, to believe that today is 
better than yesterday and that to- 
morrow will be better than either. 

“Will Rogers deserves the grati- 
tude of the nation and so it is fit- 
ting that the dedication of this 
memorial should be a national 
event made so by the magic of ra- 
dio.

CONSIDERS COURSE 


Senate Committee Declines 
to Send Observer to Ten- 
nessee to Watch Tues- 


day’s Voting. 


By the Associated Press. } 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4. — The 
Senate Campaign Expenditures 
Committee approved today the ac- 
tion of Senator Van Nuys (Dem.), 
Indiana, in turning over to the In- 
diana Democratic State Committee 
$2492.15 contributed to his re-elec- 
tion campaign by 34 Federal em- 
ployes. 

Chairman Sheppard (Dem.), Tex- 
as, said Van Nuys’ move was ac- 
cepted by the committee as “evi- 
dence of good faith” in complying 
with its ruling that it is against 
the law for a senatorial candidate 
or his campaign committee to re- 
ceive political donations from Fed- 
eral employes. 

Van Nuys communicated with the 
committee, Sheppard said, as soon 
as he learned of the ruling, and 
held .the funds separate until he 
was informed that the committee 
would approve his turning them 
over to the State organization. 

The committee has ruled that 
there is no prohibition against Fed- 
eral employes contributing to state 
or national party committees. 

Case of Ohie Senator. 

Similar approval probably will 
be. given, Sheppard added, should 
Senator Bulkley (Dem.), Ohio, also 
a candidate for re-election, follow 
Van Nuys’ course. 

Bulkley recently wrote the com- 
mittee urging that the ruling not 
be made retroactive before Oct. 18, 
when it was given wide publicity. 
The committee had been informed 
that approximately 50 Federal em- 
ployes contributed to a “Bulkiey- 
for-Senator” committee. 

Sheppard pointed out today, how- 
ever, that the Senate committee 
originally issued a similar ruling 
in August when it found that sev- 
eral Federal employes had made 
contributions to the campaign of 
Senator McAdoo, later defeated by 
Sheridan Downey in the Califor- 
nia Democratic senatorial primary. 

The committee announced it had 
rejected.a request from John R. 
Neal, independent candidate for the 
Senate in Tennessee, that it send an 
investigator to that State to observe 
Tuesday's voting. 

Sheppard indicated that the ques- 
tion of donations by Feneral em- 
ployes to senatorial campaign funds 
might be referred to the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee for its opinion 
when the Campaign Expenditures 
Committee makes its report at, the 
opening of the next session of Con- 
gress: 

He pointed out that there was no 
court ruling on that point and said 
that opinions differed as to the le- 
gality of such donations. Senator 
Van Nuys is a member of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, but Sheppard 
pointed out that he could decline 
to act if the question were brought 
before that group. 

WPA in Pennsylvania. 

Meanwhile, David K. Niles, Act- 
ing WPA Administrator, asked the 
committee to supply evidence of al- 
leged political activities of Works 
Progress enrollees in Pennsylvania. 
Niles said in a letter to Sheppard 
that WPA had no proof to cause it 
to alter its recent denial of political 
coercion. 

“The press again this morning,” 
Niles wrote, “reports further find- 
ings of your committee regarding 
charge of political activity by WPA 
employes in Pennsylvania... . 


“I wish once more respectfully to 
request that your committee make 
available to WPA such information 
as it may have in these cases so 
that proper administrative action 
may ‘be taken.” | 

Advised that Dr, Carl Watson, 
Ohio WPA Administrator, had said 
he was asking the committee to in- 
vestigate charges that Republicans 
were attempting to co erce WPA 
“workers, Sheppard said the charge 
would be referred to the commit- 
tee investigators in Ohio as soon 
as it was received.

REFUND OF TELEPHONE RATES:

CHICAGO, Nov. 4—Attorney- 
General Otto Kerner this week 
filed a brief in the United States 
District Court of Appeals claiming 
the State’s right to $1,600,000 of

Cochems, gifted with 
tion, had theories about exploit-. 
ing the new rules. Also, he knew 
where there were some pretty 
good football players—Schneider, 
Robinson, Acker, 'Bijah French 
and other famous stars of Co- 
chem’s first eleven. 

He took his squad to a Wis- 
consin lake for the summer and 
there they experimented with the 
forward pass. They found that 
for Schneider and Robinson it 
was possible to throw the ball 
farther and more accurately than 
it could be booted! 

This had two points of value. 
If the pass was completed it. 
went for a huge gain. If it/were 
grounded, it went to the @hemy 
at the point where it touched the 
earth. In other words, it worked 
like a punt! 


Complete Deception. 
THIS LAID THE FOUNDATION 
for the most deceptive football 
attack known on thé gridiron at 
that time—and, in this writer's 
opinion, at any time since. 
Picture the setup: Cochems en- 
tered the field equipped with an 
entirely new and unknown wea- 
pon which no rival possessed. It 
was like pitting a soldier 
equipped with a magazine rifle 
against an Indian with a bow 
and arrow. 


Cochems’ procedure was some- 
thing like this: Smash the line 
hard and pull the enemy de- 
fense in. Then drop back and 
shoot the long forward pass. The 
play, unexpected, usually went 
over first crack, leaving the 
enemy bewildered. 

On the next play, the enemy 
defense opened up, hoping to 
prevent another long forward 
pass. But this time it was a 
short pass over the line instead.

They want to. get under the wire 
before the favorable . trade’ terms 
enjoyed by Europeé’s oldest indus- 
trial region as a part of .Czecho- 
slovakia come to an end. 

Nazi economic experts say they 
expect the United States to ‘be 
lenient about this. They do not ex- 
pect a change until after the Christ- 
mas demands of America’s big de- 
partment stores are filled. : 
(In Washington ‘officials said 
higher tariffs would not apply to 
Sudetenland until the final boun- 
daries between Germany and 
Czechoslovakia are drawn, possibly 
in two or three months.) 

Some Sudeten industries worked 
almost entirely for the American 
market. | 

A low-valued Czechoslovak crown 
ahd lower American tariffs favored 
Sudetens as long as they were part 
of Czechoslovakia. 

But as soon as the United States / 
classifies Sudetenland as a part of 


Sudeten goods then will come under 
the so-called penalty tariffs in ef- 
fect against Germany, a higher val- 
ued mark and the boycott of Ger- 
man goods. 

Germany thus will be faced with 
the problem of absorbing Sudeten 
products, finding new markets or 
seeing the rich industries die. 

The annual industrial production 
of the Czechoslovak territory ac- 
quired by Jermany under the Mu- 
nich accord amounts to about two- 
thirds of Germany's monthly total 
industrial production. 

Nazi experts say absorption will 
be easy despite the fact that Bo- 
hemian wares in many instances 
compete with those made in old 
Germany.

To learn how archaic, dangerous and demoralizing 
is the average local prison in America, read the 
Forum article by James V. Bennett, Director of the 
United States Bureau of Prisons, reprinted on this 
page today. Then remember that practically all the 
evils described, with the possible exceptions of food 
and medical care, apply to the St. Louis County Jail. 

This jail, housed partly in the old Courthouse and 
partly in an adjacent building, is a cheerless, un- 
healthful, insanitary firetrap, with little provision for’ 
the segregation of hardened criminals from first of- 
fenders. Like the average prison described by Mr. 
Bennett, it is a “blot on our social order,” all the

community, capable of providing decent institutions.

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THE HAND OF SHAKESPEARE. . 

Diggers have suspended thelr work in’ the ‘Poets’ 
Corner of Westminster Abbey. They hoped to find in: 
Edmund Spensef’s grave @ manuscript in the hand- 
writing of William Shakespeare. As told the 
Blizabethan historian, William Campden, contem- 
porary poets wrote “mournful élegies” which were 
buried, with their pens, in Spenser’s tomb. The 
presumption obtains that Shakespeare, a gay figure 


sociates in their tribute to the popular, warmly 
‘esteemed author of “The Faefie Queene.” And since 
no authenticated specimens of/ Shakespeare's chirog- 
raphy exist, other than a few hurried signatures on 
legal papers, the @iscovery of such a document would, 
to scholarship everywhere, be momentous. First of 
all would be a comparison with a Bacon manuscript 
to prove or disprove forever the long controversy as 
to whether Bacon wrote the. plays of Shakespeare. 
One grave was-opened.. Whose it was could not be 
determined. No documents were found. 

Students of poetry, in especial of the artistic evo- 
lution of Shakespeare; as revealed, in his accepted 
writings, would have a livelier interest than attaches 


curious as to the quality of a Shakespearean poem 
composed at that time. When Spenser died, in 1599, 
Shakespeare was 35 years old. He had had his early 
triumphs, He had soared to the stars on the. wings 
of his lyrical ecstasies. But his pinions were droop- 
ing.. Amd here, there and yonder they were saying 
in our modern metaphor that “Shakespeare was 
through.” . What they did not know was that as 
Spenser was dying, Shakespeare's genius, girding 
itself for larger stride, was looking at far-off Rome,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Attor- 
ney-General Cummings announced 
today the Government was filing 
an anti-trust suit at Wilmington, 
Del., against Columbia Gas & Elec- 
tric Corporation, one of the nation’s 
largest holding companies, and its 
subsidiary, Warfield Natural Gas 


Co. 

“The suit, Cummings said in a 
statement, charges the Columbia 
corporation with conspiring, since 
February, 1930, to monopolize the 
distribution of natural gas in Ken- 
tucky, West Virginia, Ohio and 
Michigan. 

The complaint urges the court to 
issue an injunction compelling Co- 
lumbia to divest itself of its -hold- 
ings in the American Fuel & Pow- 
er Co. and of any ‘control over com- 
panies resulting from reorganiza- 
tion of that system. 

Cummings charges that the Co- 
lumbia corporation illegally gained 
control over the American com- 
pany and two of its principal sub- 
sidiaries, Inland Gas Corporation 
and Kentucky Fuel Corporation, 
and then attempted to reorganize 
the system in a way favorable to 
itself. . 
Extent of Domination. 

Columbia Gas and Electric Cor- 
poration dominates the operations 
of more than 60 subsidiaries en- 
gaged-in producing electricity and 
natural, mixed and artificial gas, 
Cummings’ statement said. 

United Corporation, an invest- 
ment trust sponsored by J. P. Mor- 
gah & Co., has regularly owned 
from 20 to 25 per cent of its stock,” 
the statement added, Subsidiaries in 
the Columbia System serve about 
900 cities, Cummings estimated. 

“In the judgment of the Depart- 
ment,” his statement read, “evi- 
dense in the present case shows 
that the Columbia Gas and Elec- 
tric Corporation considered the 
American Fuel and Electric Corpo- 
ration a ‘raider’ in its territory, and 
that the defendants conspired to 
eliminate the latter company and 
its subsidiaries as competitors.” (A 
“raider,” in power company par- 
lance, is an independent company 
which attempts to undersell gas or 
power in territory controlled by a 
holding company.) 

Reason for Civil Action. 

The Justice Department decided 
to take civil rather than criminal 
action against the Columbia Sys- 
tem, said, because “the 
fact that the principal overt act 
occurred eight years ago makes it 
inequitable to institute criminal 
proceedings at this date.” 

“If no steps are taken to divest 
Columbia of its holdings in the 
American System,” he contirued, 
“and the proposed reorganization 
of Inland and Kentucky is con- 
summated, Columbia will obtain 
complete control of the Inland and 
lines and . the trustee 
of the American Company will 
have no other alternative than 
to accept Columbia’s offer of $300,- 
000 for American’s remaining sub- 
sidiaries.” i 


Beginning in September, 1926, the 
suit said, the Columbia System ex- 
panded with “amazing rapidity,” 
its greatest concentration of power 
being in Ohio. In 1930 it was 
threatened with competition, how- 
ever, in Kentucky, West Virginia, 
Ohio and Michigan by the American 
Fuel and Power System, which, 
Cummings explained, had its birth 
in the formation of the Inland Gas 
and Kentucky Fuel Gas _ corpora- 
tions. 

The American organization pro- 
posed extending a natural gags pipe 
line to Detroit, Mich., passing 
through the heart of Ohio territory 
served by Columbia, so, in the early 
part of 1930, the complaint charged, 
Columbia began buying bonds and 
debentures of Inland Gas and Ken- 
tucky Fuel Gas. By Nov. 6, Cum- 
mings estimated, Columbia held 35 
per cent of Iniand’s bonds, 42 per 
gent of Kentucky’s bonds and 76 
per cent of the parent company’s 
stock.

provided for themselves in any- 
thing. like the same period and 
which would remain indefinitely as 
municipal assets,” he.asserted. 

Of the total, $3,400,000 has been 
spent on improvement of parks and 
playgrounds, including about $500,- 
000 for Forest -and Tower Grove 
parks, he said.

Street lighting has been increased 
through an allotment of more than 
$1,060,000, Fire and police  tele- 
phone systeths received $203,500 in 
Federal funds.

Wood Tick Paralysis

CASE of paralysis following the bite of a wood tick has been re- 

ported’ from South Carolina. Some of the Hastern states have previ- 

ously reported such cases. Wood tick infestation with poisoning 
has frequently been reported from the Rocky. Mountain states. In Brit- 
So ETS —q ish Columbia it is also common. The condi- 
i —=s—S_ tion is sufficiently serious that a warning 
is in order, 


Several varieties of wood tick cause the 
paralysis. They are large, brown, ugly-look- 
ing bugs that swell up to three or four times 
their size after feeding. In sheep countries 
paralysis of sheep and of children has often 
been observed following their bite. 

The paralysis is presumably caused by the 
intrdduction into the body of ‘a non-infec- 
tious toxin which is liberated into the blood 
of the host while the tick is feeding. The 
toxin has an especial affinity for the nervous 
system. It has been found possible to pro- 
duce the paralysis experimentally in animals 

by allowing female wood ticks to feed on them for a period of one or 
two weeks, :

IT IS ASSUMED that a feeding period of five or six days is re- 
quired to allow the tick to inject enough poison into the host to cause 
paralysis, so there is plenty of time to remove the tick and prevent the 
consequences of prolonged infestation. . | 

The paralysis is of an ascending variety, beginning in the feet with 
numbness, tingling sensations and dragging of the feet in walking. The 
legs are gradually affected with muscular weakness and inco-ordination. 
The arms are then involved in similar fashion, and often the vocal cords 
and muscles of the throat, so that swallowing is difficult. If the tick 
is found and removed, there is a very rapid reversal of all these symp- 
toms, and within 24 hours to 48 hours the entire ‘condition disappears.

IF, HOWEVER, the tick is allowed to remain, the paralysis of the 
throat may lead to death. 

A typical case is that of a farmer who went to a neighboring com- 
munity to inspect some prize pigs. Five days later he noticed numbness 
and tingling in his legs. Two days later the legs would not support the 
body, and there was some weakness of the arms and hands. He was 
taken to the hospital where definite nerve changes could be made out. 
A few days later the speech became thick and slurred. He called at- 
tention to a lump on his scalp. This was found to be a fully-distended 
wood tick. This was removed, just nine days after the prize pig inspec- 
- tion. The next day the paralysis was better and three days later he was 
dismissed from the hospital with all signs of paralysis gone,
